As he was to 
have the whole honour of our deliverance 
paid unto him, ſo that none might ſhare 
with him in the Glory of ir, he took 
none into Partnerſhip with him in the 
work, but took it wholly upon himtlt : 
nay there was none in Heaven or Earth 
to be found to Undertake in this Buſineſs 
beſides him, and therefo:: he ſtood alone 
in it, 

3. Chrift meerly conſidered as the F- 
ternal Son of God, and the Second Per- 
fon in the Bleſſed Trinity ; and not as 
Gog and Man, by the Aſſumption of our 
Natnre, is the other party in this Cove- 
nant. I know there are weighty Divines 
of another Perſwafion, who labour by 
many arguments to prove that the Son 
of God, was looked upon as in our na- 
ture, or with reſpe&t to - the Futurition & 
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his afſuming ir, in the Indenting of this 
Covenant : But I ſuppoſe that conception 
will overthrow the very notion of a Co- 
yenant 1n this matter, The preſent con- 
clufton that hath now been laid down, 
will b2 apparent by theſe things. 

1. This is ( as hath already been -ob- 
ſerved ) called a Covenant only by way 
of Analogy, as it is accommacated to our 
underſtanding; it being nothing elſe but 


that Articte in the Decree, wich concerns 


the Redemption of Man by Chriit., There 
muſt theretore be ſuch an Analogy obſer: 
yed in our concep:wns of it, and it mult 
be Interpreted by notions proper to .a 
Covenant, Now, though the Father and 
the Son be one in Eſſence, and 1ſo have 
not two Wills, but one undivided ; yet 
they are Two Perſons, and as ſuch, are 
conceived by us as confulting, deliberate- 
ing and concluding about things: hence 
the Divine Perſons are ſo repreſented, 
Ger. I. 26, and the reaſon of it 15, be- 
cauſs the things done are, to our manner of 
conception, the Fruits of Counſel, That 
there was not only a- Divine Will 1s the 
Father ſending, but alſo in the Son cenſent- 
ing to be ſent by him, we mult needs en- 
tertain ; elſe we can have no xatiunal and

2. Chriſt, not only as he 15 Man, but al- 
fo as he is Son 3 15 111 the Occopornical Ciſpen- 
ſation of things, S»h:rJinate:'to his Father. 
Though in the Civine Etience he 1s Equal 
as he 15 God, (for, where there 15 a com- 
pleat tameneſs, there miſt needs be a pertet 
equality ) yet in the Oeconomy of the Admi- 
niſtration of the Affairs of his Kingdom, he 
is Subordinate ; The meer A/amption of 
our Humanity did not make him 1o; for 
his Perſon was not degraded by his Izcarna- 
tion; he was ſtill, in regard of that, 1» the 
Form of God, and counted it no Robbery to be 
Equal with him, Phil. 2. 6. but he volun- 
tarily complied with his order. This 15 the 
common conſent of Orthodox Livines, 
ana that according to Scripture, Gal.

My Fa- 
ter and I am one ; but as he 4s the Father ; 
conſidering Chrift, not as man, but as Son. 

For this reaſon he is ſaid to be Sent by the 
Father : which muſt needs have referenc? 

tothe Eternal Covenant ; and that this re- 
lates to his Perſon, therein appears, eames 
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how elſe can we Terminate the Incarnation 
_ upon the Son, as the Perſon aſſuming. 
= Though I it be true, that without. the 
Humane Nature Aſſumed by the Scn- of 
Go, the. work of Redemption could not 
have been periormed by him ( which is the 
main ſtreſs of the reafonings for the other 
alſ-rti:n} yet the Son of God both could 
and did yndertake for the doing of this 
work, wichout the Humane Nature Aﬀeu- 
med. 'The Incarnation therefore of the 
Son of God 3 rather a Cexdition of Redeme 
prion, or a thing requiſite in him who was 
to be a Redeemer, in order te his fitneſs 
to go through with thar great Undertaking;

2. The conlideration when this Covenant 
palt, tell us'th:t there could .be nothing in 
the Creature'ts, move theſe . glorious perſons - 
to indent it. .It:muft be.meer good pleaſure 
and nothing elſe; whatfoever can be ſaid of 
the creature which men can ſuppoſe to have 
argument in it to move towards ſucha thing, 
is Poſteriour tc, and Conſequent upon the. 
Decree, to which this Covenant belongs: 
The object of it was a poſſiblebeing ; which 
as it had no, being. in 1: ſelf, ſo was here ap- 
poiutced to have a being, and to paſs through 
all cheſe changes that have betfallen it, being 
Predeſtinated..tkereunte. . Se. that we can 
look at no conſideration on this account, but 
what falls behind of having any poſlible in- 


fluence into the Covenanr. Nat the ſtate 


of incegiity, in which man was at firſt; | 
for 1n that itate, had he continued in it, he 
had 
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had not needed a Redeemer. Not the 
miſerable Eſtate he tell into by the Ap o- 
ſtaly ; for, though that was a ſtep towards 
his Redemption, becauſe ic put him into 
a capacity tor it, and brought him under 
a neceflity of it; yet it could not put 
God upon thinking of his Recovery ; 
becauſe his Milery was deferved, and the 
Jultice of God was concerned in it: and 
beſides, this icll under the Decree of Ele- 
&ion, as a Medinmm towards the Declara- 
tion of Gods rich mercy in ſaving him. 
Not the previltion of any good nature or 
| inclination in him ; for there is not any 
ſuch. thing truly in any ſinner by nature, 
nor the leaſt 4z/pofition rowards the accep- 
tance of this Redemption on Goſpel-rerms, 
unleſs God do work ir in him : nor is this 
always wrought in ſuch as are ſuppoſed to 
be naturally beſt inclined,but at Gods plca- 
ſure, Row. 9. 18. God therefore could have 
nothing out of himlſclt to move him. 

3 The ulimate end of Gods deſign in 
this Covenant, was the Illuſtration of the 
Glory of his Rich Grace in them that are 
ſaved, ſo we are told. Ep. 1. 6. God is his 
own laft end in all his works-of Efficiency, 
and therefore had that ukimate reſpect in 
all his Decrees. There arc ſcyeral reſpects 
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to his Glory which his ſeveral Works do 
bear : that of Fallen Mans Salvation was 
peculiarly Ceſigned for the Exaltation of 
the Praiſe of his Grace : That this Article 
might have a {pecial manifeſtation by ir. 
Hither then Ele&ion had an eye, and 
conſequently, all the Contrivances that 
were. laid for the biinging aÞout of the 
Salvation to which men were Ele@ed, 
were mea{ured accordingly. Inficice Wit- 
dom ſought out tlie belt way to make 
this Attribute to ft.ine in its Luſtre fo as 
might be admirable; and it contrived this, 
which is ratitied in this Covenant. 

4. Pecaul.: there was a wonGeiiul Lowe 
at work 1n it, to ho! e that were Re- 
deemed ; hence the 1ife of this Covenant 
may well b2 a! tpned to the love of God 

which ke bare trom Eternity to his Elect, 
He Chole them, and ſo Covenantea with 
his Son that ne IROUL, 1 Redeem them ; and 
why did he fo? ir was Gecauſe he loved them, 
The reaton of this love is his good pleaſure. 
The firſt a& wherein this love was expreſlt, 
wasin Chuſing us in Chriſt, and Covenant- 
12g wich him to Redeem us; in which he 
laid a ſure and firm foundation for our Sal- 
vation: Gods ſending of Chriſt is tor this 
reaſon aſcribed to hizunpar alzIFd love Fob.

5. That 
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5. That which ſtreins this love up to the 
higheſt degree, is that it was a free and deli- 
berate a&, both on the part of God the 
Father deputing, and of God the Son ac- 
cepting and undertaking in this buſineſs, we 
cannot conceive how there ſhould be any 
other way in which grace could poſhibly 
mors ſhine forth than in Chrift's Coming 
upon mans nece{lity, to do and dy for him. 
A preater love than this cannot poſlibly be 
thought of, than that God ſhould not ſpare 
H:s Own Son, & that Chriſt ſhould not with- 
hold himſelf. The Apoſtles argument con- 
cludes this to be the greateſt gitt, Rem. 8. 32. 
Now the putting of this into a Covenant 
addes Emphaſis to it : that it ſhould not on- 
ly be thought of, but indented tor, and firm- 
ly Ratified in an Everlaſting and unchanga- 
ble Compadt : that thus the ſinners eternal 
ſalvation ſhould be made {ure againſt all 
that might be ſuppoſed to offer to prevent 2t. 
It was therefore that Grace might appear to 
be Grace indced, and his love might be com- 
mended to us as moſt Jſurprizing, that he 
put it into ſuch a method, which Infinite 2%- 
dom concluded upon as moſt proper to {et it 
off by : and theretore, when God would call 
us to the contemplation of his great love to 
us, he leads us up thus far. Fer. 31 . 3: 
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CHAP. 6, 


When this Covenant was made- 
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' HE next enquiry is when this Cove- 
nant was made ? This queſtion ſeems 
to be here ſupertiuous, fince we have alreaty 
taken notice that it was an Eternal Trani- 
action: and being before time, it mult 
needs alſo be without beginning : Jeſus 
Chriſt therefore ſpeaking of this deſign, 
faich, 1 2as ſet up from Everlaſting, Prov. 
. 25. and tor this reaſon it is faid of 
him, that he was Foreordaied before the 
Fear tation of the IVorld, 1x Pet. x. 206. Ic 
waz agreed .upon befure time was between 
God the Father and the Son, that he ſhould 
in time accompliſh the Salvation of the 
Elz& ; but yet becauſe, though in eter- 
nal Adqts there is no : ſucceſſion, yet, as 
we betcre obſerved, there is an order, 
it may not be unprofitable to conſider 
in what erder this Covenant ſtands, and 
that for two reaſons, * 
I. Becauſe of the Subjapſarievs, who 


vough they -acknowledge the Eternal 
Predeſti- 
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Predeſtination of men to an Everlaſting 
State of Happineſs or Miſery, do yet 
place it in order after mans Apo#faſy, and 
build 1t upon that, 

2. Becauſe of the forementioned Judg- 
ment of thoſe who preſuppoſe the Decree 
of Chriſts Incarnation, in order to the m: - 
king of thiz Covenant with him, conf1- 
dered as God and Man; wherein they 
do evidently make that Decree Antecedews 
to, and wholly di#imi from this Cove- 
nant. Both of theſe do certainly mil- 
place the Coyenant, and give it a wrong 
{fation. 

As to the former of theſe it may ſut- 
fice to make theſe few Remarks. 

1. That he who will rightly conceive 
of a Decree, muſt reduce all that refers 
to It to the two heads of End and Mea. 
There is nething that belongs te any 
Purpoſe, but it 1 eicher the thing purpo- 
ſed, or the way in which it is to be 
compaſled : and therefore one of theſe 
ewo will take in whatſoever can be men- 
tiened concernigg it, But this is a prin- 
ciple againſt which I apprehend no ra- 
tional objetion can be made, being a- 
dapted to the common ſentiments of 
Mankind. OP! >> ING 
2. That Gods deſign 1n his Decree 


Was 
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was his own Glory ; and that which 
Electi-n had a peculiar reſpe&t to, was 
the Glory of his Grace. All Gods works 
ot Efficiency were to ſet forth his per- 
te&ions, and thereby exalt his Dectarative 
Glory; which he accordingly diſpoſed in 
his Eternal Decree, and hath a reſpect 
to in his Efficiency, Prov. 16. 4. In the 
choſe which he made of men to Salvya- 
tton he contrived the advancement of 
that precious Attribute of Grace, This 
15 Feinted to as the end of all, Eph. 1.4, 
F, 6. It was to the praiſe of the Glory of 
his Grace. 

3- That the obje& of this Decree was 
Eys poſjibile, a poſſible Being. All Beings 
are cither the firſt, or trom the firſt. 
The firft Being can be bat one, and that 
is God. He only enjoyed a never Be- 
ginning Eternity ; all other are the of- 
ipring of time, betore which they had 
no Exiſtence : and becauſe they were to 
be from him, not by any neceflity, but 
by a voluntary ac&, hence, God being a 
Cauſe by Counſel in all his free and 
tranſient acts, there muſt a Purpoſe pals 
with him in order to their Being : 4n- 
zecedent to which purpoſe, in our concep- 
tions, there ceuld be no other confidera- 
tion of the thing but as a meer poſſoiliy 
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for it was by vertue of this purpoſe that it 
Paſt into a Futurition. 

All therefore that concerns this poſſible 
being in order to its reaching the defigned 
end, velongs to the means. tiitheito, in re- 
ip26. of the Subjet under our nrefſ-nt con- 
ſiteration, viz. mat), reier z3 His Creation 
the ſtate of integrity in which he was made ; 
the Covenant of works which God put bim utt- 
der ; the pern:1{ſion of 19e Apsſsaſy by which be 
fell under the Curſe of that Covenant, and ſo 
came to ftand in need of Redemption. Either 
thele things belongs to-the Decree, or elſe 
there was no Decree about them ; and fo 
they fell out beſides Gods intention ; or elf2 
we muſt affign two Decrees to God, and 
ſo two ends, and two orders, of Media re- 
ſpecting the ſame Subje# z and fo we muſt 
ſuppoſe that God loft his end in the Firlt, 
which put him upon a new contrivance in 
the latter. How unbecoming it 1s to enter- 
tain ſuch conceptions about the great God, 
let any Chriſtian Judg. Ii thenthey apper- 
tain to the Decree, it mutt be either to the 
end or the means; not to the end, for that 
is the glory of Grac2, which is not the 
things themſelves, but that which Reſults 
from them : they then are but {ſteps to it, 
and ſo muſt be of the means. 


5. All the means as they reter to the De- 
De 
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cree, are Coordanate. In the execution indeed 
they are Subalternate ,but not ſo in the purpoſe: 
I mean that though they are put into an 
order in the Decree, yet inthe act of De- 
creeing they are all together. They are a 
Chain linked in one, and do all together 
make but one entire Medium ; nor can we 
rationally conceive them to be here ſepara- 
ble. Tt we conſider the Permiflion of Man 
to fall, antecedent to the Future Coming of 
Chrilt to Redeem him, we can in no ſence 
allow it to be a deſigned medium of the 
exalcation of free grace. It we conſider of 
Chriſt as appointed to the work of Re- 
demption, without the conſideration of | 
Mans Apoftaly, we cannot conceive what | 
he ſhould come for. And for this realon }! 
the Covenant of Redemption cannot in order {| 
tollow the Decree of permitting man to fall, 
but muſt be together with it. 
As to the Second, let it be remembred, 
that it hath already bin made to appear, that 
the Covenant was made with the Second 
Perſon, .and that his Incarnation was one 
thing put into the Covenant : ſo that it was 
this Covenant which gave Futurition to it : 
and therefore to ſuppoſe a Dtcree for the 
ſon of God to become man, antecedent to, 
and diſtin&t from this Covenant, 1s not 
only S«per/ivous ; for what need is there of 
| two 
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two as to paſs for one and the ſam® 
thing ? but itis indeed to wacate the wery 
Notion of the Covenant, by taking away the 
whole that belongs to it, and aſſigning it to 


a Decree ſuppoſed to be diſtin& from #t : 
for if we look upon Chriſt as God-Man, or 


Decreed to be fo, we muft conceive 
that he hath voluntarily Undertaken it, 
for he was not ſo neceſſarily : and then 


| we muſt alſo ſuppoſe it was for ſome- 
| thing ;and that muſt be in order to his 
| being a Redeemer; for on no other ac- 
| count did he ever deſign it : 'and if this 


be the Covenent it ſelf, how ſhould it be 
before it ? Beſides, the Decree being { as 
hath already been obſerved ) not a per- 
ſonal but eſſential a&, we may therefore 


| ſafely and intelligently ſay, That ove God 


in Three Perſons, in Decreeing of the means 


of mans Salvation, Fflated aud ratified this 
Covenant. 
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CHAP. 7. 


Whether it be a Covenant of Works, or of 
Grace. 


—— 


T may furthermore be Enquired, whe- 

ther this Covenant of Redemption is 
to be accounted a Covenant of Works, 
or of Grace ; and here let me premiſe : 
That it is certainly a Covenant diitinf from 
both of thoſe which ordinarily come un- 
der theſe Denominations among us. Tt 
is neither that which was made with A- | 
dam 1n Inmcency ; nor that which 1s made 
with us in and through a Mediator , for 
in both of theſe man is of one party ; | 
whereas he is not ſo in this, but only a | 
Subje& in reſpe&t of which it is made : | 
But if the enquiry be, under whether 
of theſe conſiderations it is to be look- | 
ed on in it ſelf, it may be readily | 
replied, that according to its reſpects, it 
may be accounted either the one or the 
other. Here then we are to look upon 
it, cither with reference to the matter 
of it, and the terms between the parties, 
or to the end and deſign of it. 
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T1. If we confider the matter of it, 
and the terms which were agreed on ber 
tween the Parties Covenanting, it fully a” 
orees to a Covenant of Werks; and indeed 
It bare a proper rclrect te the Covenant 
of Works which pait between God and 
man at hrſt . for Chiilit was to be the 
Second Adam ; anc theiciore he was to do 
that for us which the other failed of do». 
Ing, and to reſtore us from that miſery, 
which he by his tailure brought upon ns: 
hence that, x Cor.15.22. As in Adam all dy 
even ſo in Christ ſhall all be made alive, But 
yet it was not the iame Covenant with 
that ; not only becauſe he was a diverſe 
| party, but alſo becaule he was differently 
concerned : for Adam was only to obtain 
the Bleſiing by his Active Obedience, and 
to fall under the Curſe by his D:/obed:- 
ence, and that irrecoverably as to any 
power in himſelf, whereas the Son of 
God was to merit by his dog, and to 
make Satisfaction by his Suffering. But 
yet it ran 1n the tenor of a Covenant of 
Werks, in which there is a work 'to Be 
done, and a Reward to be given on the 
account of it. He was to purchaſe and 
pay for what he had, and that to the 
Fil price : on which account the Inherz- 
tance is Jaid to be Purchaſed, Epi. 1. by 

an 
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and he is faid to give himſelf a ranſom, 1.Tim 
2. 6. but this will be more fully ſpoken to, 
with the reaſon of it hereafter. 
2. If we conſider the end and whole de- | ' 
ſign of this Covenant, it iifaes in being a " ' 
Covenant of Grace. Though it were fo hid | 
that Grace might appear conſiſtent witi 
Tuftice, and therefore there was a work to 
” be done for the making way for it, yet it 
carried Grace in the aim of it, as will ap- | 
pear ; for, ; 
I. The laſt end of it was for the advance- | 
ment of Rich Grace. Eph. 1. 5. 6. and the | 
very Satisfaction made unto Juſtice in order | 
to it,puts a great luſtre upon this Grace, in 
as much as Chriſt was to remove that obſta- 
cle out of the way by his obedience which 
mans ſin had thrown into it. It was that | 
God might expreſs his free and undeſerved | 
favour to a number whom he had Choſen | 
to be made partakers in it : that he might | 
beſtow upon man aSalvation which henever | 
Laboured for ; bring him to an heaven he nc- | 
vcr earned;earich him with a portion which | 
he could never have Purchaſed; and free him 
from a Miſery which would clſs have | 
Swaliowed him up for ever,& which he had 
Procured to himſelf. ue 
2 . Hence all the means which were a- | 
greed upon between theſe parties for ns | 
. End | 
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end, were the contrivances of this Grare. 

The whole Plot was ſo laid out, that in all 

of it there ſhould be the Beams of Divine« 
| Lowe and Favour ſhining forth : for, 

T1. The whole proviſion ofa Redeemer 
was of Grace: whether we conſider 1t on the 
Fathers part Prepoſing the thing, 8 accepting 
of the way: He was under no neceſſity to

and that was the very deſign of this Coves| 
nant, Row. 8. 8. God Commendeth his love, im 
that whiles we were yet {nners, Chriſt Died for 
us. ſo, Gal. 4.4. he was made of a woman, 
made und:r the Law, to Redeem them that were 
wander the law. 
3 All the profters of Salvation, which 
are in the Goſpel made unto Sinners, | 
are the reſults of 'tiz Covenant : Here 
they have their Fowndation, We find that!

3. The Fallen Angels, or Devils, ſtand | 
no way related unto this Covenant : but 


only men. God never thought of, or 


contrived a way for the Jayl-Delivery of 


Devils, but hath left them hopeleſly un- 
der the Sentence which fell upon them 
when 
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| when they rebelled againſt him, and there] 
fore their miſery is beyond all hopes of 
remedy : they are ſaid to be Refer” 
ved in Everlaſting Chains, Jude, 6. But 
God had more Gracious thoughts for man: 
and in this reſpe& we find, that the Son 
of God in ourfith of this Covenant, med. 
led not with the Aſſumption of the Angel:- 
cal nature, but took that only of Humari- 
#1, Heb. 2. 16. And the reaſon of this 
was becauſe he had not covenanted to 
redeem Awwek but only men. 

4. That all mankind univerſally were 
not inchided in this Covenant, fo as 
that the Son of God undertook to pay the 
Redemption price for them.How far there 
was ſome benefit to redound from it to 
mankind, I here diſpute .not : But that 
| Chriſt became Surety to pay the Price 
' for all, is not to be beheved. As to the 
| notion or diſfin&tion, of his redeeming 
all Suffciently, and only Jome Effect ually, 
| it cannot be recenciled to ſenſe, how then 
' ſhall it be believed? It is one thing to 
| pay 2 Price of ſufficient value to redeem 
| all, and another thing to pay it for their 
| Redemption : and to ſuppoſe that he did 
it for this end, and yet they ſhould pe. 
riſh at the laſt, is not only beſides, but a-

mh ——. 
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T Belongs to the nature of a Covenant 
- that there are terms agreed upon, and 
concluded between the parties in 1t 
or {omcthing in which each obligeth him- 
ſelf to the performance of : and by the 
diltin& knowledge of theſe it is, that we 
come to have an inſight iuto the particular 
nature of any Covenant, It is therefore 
neediul 
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necdful that we take the account of the 
Articles of the Coumant ef Redemption, that 
fo we may diſcover the maia and eflenial 
di:ference between that and hz Covenant 
of Grace, to prevent our confounding of 
them one with the other, {lre jet it be 
obſerved that this is one of thoſe Covenants 
which 1s made between equals & therein 1s 
divers from the other, which is made bc- 
tween 4 Speriour, and iferiour, Fhey are 
equal, wiecher we confider them in their 
nature, Pinl. 2. 6. or if we conſider the 
things ariſing from it ; the Glory of One 
God in Three Perſons is the deſign 
which was laid in it: or if we conſider 
the mutual obliratim ; they ftand equally 
bound each of them to the terms which

he Undertakes. Now for a more diftin& 
and particular view of thic rticles, 1t 
may be Enquired,

2 "That in order to the Vuſtration of 
this Grace in mans Salvation, the firit Co- 
venant Jjhould be Satisfied in all the de- 
mands of it, 'That whatſoever that required 
ſhould be tully reſponded. The confiderati- 
on of mans being under a Law-Covenant ,

Thar in order to the accompliſhment 
of this great attair,therc ſhould be a ſutable 
and {ſufficient Revezmer provided, who 
ſhould undertake this work, and accompliſh 
7t.1nall things that were requiſite for the 
compleating ot it. The agreement about 
a.Redeemer {ill bclongs to the cmmon 
conlent among the three Livine Perſons, 
accoiding to our .diftin&t conception of it ;

Such there were, and here in gene- 
ral we are to obſerve: That though the 
Parties were equal in their Covenanting 
yet in the Covenant, one Party Indent 
to be Inferiour to the other. 'The Son 
of God was to take to himſelf a Nature, 
in which he was wp be his Fathers Ser- 
want, hence he is ſo called, 1/a. 42. 1. and 
becauſe there was ſomething to be done 
by him firſt, in order to his meriting of 
that which he was to receive of his Fa- 
ther for it ; this may firſt come under 
our conſideration : Here then 

I. We may conſider the Engagement 
which the Son took upon himſelf. The 
work of Redemption was laid upon his 
Shoulders, he was the party agreed ups 
on, and conſenting to take that Province 
upon him, in his own perſon : and it 
may tufiice to ſpeak generally of this, 
and fo his Undertaking may be compriz- 
ea in two things. | 

1. He. accepted of and took upon him 


to perform the work of Redemption, and 


thereby he received the Relative Title of 


Redzemer irom Eternity, To this the Scrip- 


cure

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cure bears witneſs, when it tells us, that 
he was the Lamb ſlain from the Foundari- 
ons of the World, Rev.13.8. and waen 1t 
faith that we are Choſen in him, to obtain 
Redemption by him, Eph, 1. 4, 7.+ which 
SCriptures clearly expreſs his defignacion 
to this Oifice and Work, and thns' being 
perſonal, hence there was, not only the - 
Father Prop»unding, but the Son alfo 
conſenting and accepting : lo that this a- 
mounts properly to one Article. of the 
Covenant : for we cannot rationally fſup- 
poſe a perſon free, ſovereign, and un- 
der no natural obligation to it, to be 
deſigned, conſtituted, and ſet apart to 
an Office, without his own free and vo- 
luntary conſent. Hereupon it follows, 
that on this very ſcore or account, all 


the old Teſtament believers, dying before his 


appearing in the fleſh, went to heaven up- 
on the credit of his undertaking ; having 
their ſins diſcounted, and their* happineſs 
conferred upon them, in the merit of thac 
{atisfaction and obedience which he had 
engaged for. |

work, "That the-Covenant was niade with. 


theSon of God. not conſidered as God man, 
but only as Son, hath bcen already made 
to appear. This undertaking then is to be 
conſidered as an Article belonging to it, and 
it muſt needs be ſo, tor the Son of God 
could not be appointed to be a Man but by 
a Covenant, becauſe his conſent was ab{o- 
lately requiſite in ſuch an appointment, it 
being a Covenant between equal, as is 
granted on all hands : hence we mult either 
unneceſſarily multiply Covenants, or clſe 
align ic unto this.

| 2 That in this nature he would become

whether of afive obedience as the 
were Gods ſubjets, or Palſiue, as they WEre 
ſonsers, Henc? that Gal.

This Covenant was the Lords ewn 
Deing every way, and ay well be mar- 
vellous in our exes, He brit ca0ught of it, 
when there was none to pur Film 11 mind 
of it in his Infinite Wiſiom ; and he In- 
Flt it: and ſure he would never 
have done all this it his heart had not 
been ſer upon the Salvation of his Cho- 
ſen.
